According to details of the project re- 
leased by Pitrot, the portable theater con 
cern will exert a marked effect on the 
indoor amusement industry of the coun- 
try. He claims that 100 portable theaier 
units are being built in Neustadt, Go. 
many, by Josef Hubner, the man responsi- 
ble for the execution of Pitrot’s 
into models and plans of the invention, 
which were on display in the old Putnam 
Building in this city about two years 
ago. The units will be shipped here in 
lots of 10 and immediately utilized by 
the concern for the expansion of a vaude- 
ville and motion picture chain of nation- 
wide expanse. 

While Pitrot finds himself unable at 
this time to reveal the names or affilia- 
tions of those lending their financial sup- 
port to the scheme, he declared today 
that he is certain the “portable vaude- 
ville and motion picture circuit’ will be 
in operation before a vear has elapsed. 
The 100 units will be distributed equally 
thruout four sections of the country. A 
unit will remain at a stand as long as 
the volume of business permits. While 
abroad recently Pitrot declared he made 
arrangements with leading film concerns 
on the Continent for a steady supply of 
their products The vaudeville circuit 
will employ American talent, estblishing 
booking bureaus, which will function in 
such a manner as to make the services 
of artistes’ representatives unnecessary. 

A special department of the concern 
will be devoted to the hiring of units to 
dramatic stock, lecture and other projects 
net in competition with the vaudeville 
and motion picture exhibitor fields. Tech- 
nical details of the portable theaters re- 
leased by Pitrot indicate that the units 
may be set up on a stand in about 12 
hours. The paraphernalia is carried on 
four automobiles, constructed to make 
their transportation on flat cars an easy 
matter. On arrival at a stand the cars 
are utilized as dressing rooms 

The units are said to be fireproof thru- 
out and approved by building experts as 
regards their safe accommodation of 
1,500 persons. The stage of the standard 
unit will be of the moving type. making 
the changing of sets a comparatively sim- 
ple matter. The seats designed for the 
orchestra and balcony floors are of the 
swivel type, their arrangement on the 
floor permitting easy withdrawal f 
the theater in an emergency Anot! 
safety precaution is the novel construc- 
tion of the walls on hinges, which can 
readily be swung open when neces

Program Corp. 
Loses Tax Suit 


Appeal for Reduction Refused 07 
Ground That Dividends Rep- 
resented Compensation 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 27.—In 

matter of the appeal to the United 
States Board of Tax Appeals in the case 
of New York Theater Program Corpora- 
tion. of New York, it was recently held 
by the board that the amounts paid to 
stockholders between certain dates speci- 


fied did not constitute reasonable com- 
pensation, but were distributions of profits 
to the stockholders, and as such are not 
deductible from gross Income. 


During the fiscal year ended May 31. 
1921, the taxpayer printed theater pro- 
grams for about 55 theaters in New York, 
which programs were furnished without 
cost, and substantially all the taxpayer's 
income was derived from profit for ad- 
vertisements inserted therein. 

Ralph Trier was president of the cor- 
poration, receiving a salary of $15,000 a 
year; Richard M. Huber was vice-presi- 
dent and received a salary of $8,000 a 
year. Frank V. Storrs owned 1,965 shares 
of stock, but held no executive position 
with the company, altho he was chair- 
man of the Board of Directors, and re- 
ceived no fixed compensation. Certain 
salesmen received a commission of 20 per 
cent. 

Taxpayer contends that the amount of 
$65,410.15 paid to its stockholders during 
the fiscal year ending May 31, 1921, 
should be allowed as a deduction as an 
ordinary and necessary expense, as ad- 
ditional compensation for services ren- 
dered during that tin The Government 
allowed the taxpayer deduct $15,000,

Each of them has definitely turned down 
a proposition to send acts down there, 
according to Harry Kosarin, who expects 
to sail south shortly and represent mem- 
bers of the Music Publishers’ Protective 
Association 

Kosarin recently came here from an 
extended stay in South American coun- 
tries, where he originally went with an 
ill-fated American theatrical production. 
While here he wrote and called on lead- 
ing circuit heads ag well as officials of 
lesser organizations. The Loew people 
turned it down cold, he states, not even 
deigning to write him the reason why. 
Keith-Albee was more courteous but not 
any more interested than Loew despite 
the fact that Kosarin had letters to show 
that he was a credited representative of 
Bruno Marcer, head of the Agencia 
Theatrical Internacional, an organiza- 
tion with headquarters in Paris and do- 
ing considerable South American trade. 

According to Kosarin, there is at least 
eight months’ work for suitable acts, such 
as singing and dencing turns, either 
quartets or smaller organizations. He 
cites the case of the Lanoff Sisters, who 
were popular for over six months without

Money is normal in all countries with 
the possible exception of Brazil. Living

Vital Facts About Tab. Show Business 


By RAY ADAIR 


Al Bridge, in the Fall.Special of The 
Billboard, cited a number of interesting 
and positive facts concerning the tab. 
show business. I fully agree with every 
statement made by Mr. Bridge and I 
feel that every manager and performer 
should support and operate under the 
standards suggested by Mr. Bridge. 

Hal Hoyt recently stated in an ad- 
dress at the convention of the Gus Sun 
house managers that the day of “bits” 
is passed and that the producer, manager 
or performer who advocates or tolerates 
the use of “bits” in tab. shows is ignorant 
of the harm they are doing to the tabloid 
business and is himself a detriment to 
the game Bits of the “bet-you-five” or 
“bet-you-ten” variety, in which the kids 
in the front-row seats beat the come- 
dians to the punch. are all antique and 
are an insult to the publie intelligence. 
The performer who thru the lack of 
ability or material fails to please the 
audience and then “razzes” the audience 
as stupid is only kidding himself. All 
audiences are intelligent enough to ap- 
preciate your ability and they will ap- 
preciat> it if you have the stuff and 
know how to sell it. 

Tabloid audiences demand good, clean 
bills, properly presented by a capable 
east. As Mr. Bridge seid, tabloid au- 
diences expect to see Broadway successes 
for a 50-cent admission and Mr. Man- 
ager, don't say it can’t be done. Al 
Bridge is doing it, as are Raynor-Lehr, 
Red Mack, Dalton Bros. and a number 
of other companies, including my own. 
It is up to the house managers to de- 
mand real tabloid productions. It is up 
to the booking agent to demand the price 
and to book only script tab. production 
The tab. show owner must play real 
seript bills and must demand the proper 
salaries or guarantees, or he must get 
out of the tab. show business. 


Tabloid, instead of meaning a minor, 
and in many minds a degraded and cheap 
form of entertainment, bids fair to be- 
come one of the most popular forms of 
entertainment. Company managers can 
obtain royalty bills at a reasonable fig- 
ure and any number of good bills can be 
purchased for from $5 to $50 from writers 
he make a business of writing tab. 

ills. 

A bad feature about putting on some 
of the larger productions is that very 
few of them are properly cut and padded 
to suit tabloid audiences, and that is 
why many have failed. The majority 
of tab. producers and performers have 
had little or no experience in dramatic 
business. A producer of script. bills 
should have a fair understanding of stage 
technique. The cast must be versatile 
and must learn to interpret their parts 
correctly and must not rely upon their 
wardrobe, makeup or time-worn quips 
to get them across. Remember, it pays 
to hire good actors. The theater-going 
public wants a run for its money, and it's 
your business to _ reciprocate. Don't 
try to make a star out of your friends 
or sweetheart. If they have the ability 
they'll get there, but you can’t force 
them on the public. 

The better class tab. shows are Ad- 
vancing in leaps and bounds and a large 
number of them are now playing lengthy 
stock egagements in some of the better 
class houses. Of these companies, name 
one which does not attribute its success 
to script bills and a cast of real per- 
formers. 

One way to insure the future of the 
tab— show business is for the booking 
agents to compel the company managers 
to bring their shows up to a_ high 


standard and for the house managers to 
pay the price for a real show, as it 
means dollars to all concerned and the 
salvation of tabdom. 

I have spent some 20-odd years in both 
the indoor and outdoor show business, and

Is it necessary to inquire further what 
is the matter with the present system 
of dramatic criticism? 

Most of the newspaper 
ing written today betrays no sympathy 
whatever for the real workers in the 
theater and the efforts they are making. 

There is little understanding of stage 
problems, little attempt to discover good 
qualities and interpret meanings, and 
little encouragement of the right kind. 
If a play is faulty, the critics pan it 
r all they are worth. They don’t ex- 
plain what is the matter or how the 
sho rtcomings can be remedied. They 
mergly knock. 

If a play is very good, they bestow 
their most rapturous vocabulary upon 
it, 

But seldom do they give the public 
a straightforward account that will en- 
able any theatergoer to determine 
whether the attraction suits his particu- 
lar taste. 

Consequently one of the most im- 
portant functions of dramatic criticism 
is left unfulfilled.

Now for the system. 
To defer the report of a premiere is 
manifestly out of the question. News- 


papers simply couldn't afford to be late 


with such live news. It would be 


sul- 
cidal. 

But dramatic reviews consist of two 
parts. One is news, which is urgent. 
The other is technical criticism, which 
can be delayed either a dav or a week. 

The plan, then, is simply this: 

Cover the news angle immediately, 
nd defer the critique sufficiently to per- 
mit the critic to do a good job of it. 

\ helpful criticism, tho it comes 
along two days or a week after the 
premiere, is obviously more desirable 


than a worthless criticism published. the 


day after the opening. 

Also, an informative news storv of 
the opening will serve the immediate 
purposes much more effectively than a 


na If haked criticism. 

Even under the present svstem. if 
there are several openings in one nicht 
the regular critic can see and write 
only one of them. The others are as- 
signed to more or less unqualified re- 
viewers. 

The plan suggested, however, requires 
the regular critic to see all ‘the new 
productions in turn and write a formal 
critique in each case,

There is a difference between news 
reporting and dramatic criticism. 

Any reporter of average intelligence 
can attend a premiere and write up a 
story about it that will fulfill the news 
requrement 

All he needs to do is 
of the play, 
author, 


give the name 
where it was presented, the 
producer, cast, etc.; tell what 


the play is about—a direct synop: 

a parody or a supercilious burlesqu: 
the story—how the audience respec 
to the play and to ittdividual players:

That 
the exposition is a success is attested 
by the fact that the land, covering 170 
acres, with its magnificent buildings, 
is valued at $2,500,000. Next year a 
large grand stand will replace the pres- 
ent structure. Last year $30,000 was 
expended on improvements and expan- 
sian.

“The ‘Great’ Reading Fair, Pennsvl- 
vania, turned out for Zeidman & Pollie 
Shows the biggest ‘bloomer’ this amuse- 
ment organization has ever encountered 
in its history, and it cost the manage 
ment exactly $12,000 for the privilege of 
experiencing this week of financial wor 

“Monday, Children’s Day, was lost, ‘tis 
true, but if the shows and rides had been 
in operation, it is doubtful if the loss 
would have been much less. 

“But the lack of co-operation with and 
consideration for the show company by 
the fair officials who, combined with the 
total absence ef any effort to help things 
along, paid not the least attention to the 
midway of the Zeidman & Pollie Shows, 
devoting all the choice space on the fair 
grounds to independent concessions, once 
more proves the fallacy of ‘buying out’ 
fairs of this sort 

“The Zeidman & Pollie shows and rides, 
acknowledged to be the largest ever seen 
at the fair, were located in a pocket about 
half a mile from the grand stand, and it 
was with difficulty that the show midway 
eould be discovered by the few visitors 
who wanted to find it. Everything was 
sfemingly arranged as tho the idea that 
a big representative eollective amusement 
company was on the’ grounds had 
never entered the minds of the fair 
management ‘The fair drew thousands 
of people, the grand stand was 
packed (they knew where to find it), and, 
properly located, the shows and rides 
might at least have broken even.

But after all, why this spectacle? In the 
latter years of their independence, each 
of the big shows, while giving the regular 
daily parade, offered an opening display 
or pageant like the Burning of Rome or 
the Destruction of Pompeii, and it would 
appear that the spectacle feature of the 
modernized circus is the successor of the 
old-time opening pageant, and because 
one big show offers a spectacle in begin- 
ning its program, others try to imitate 
with a presentation a little more impres- 


sive than competitors are offering Re- 
cently The Billboard carried a comment 
to the effect that competition did hurt 


even the big show—but listen—competi- 
tion never hurt Barnum. It is clear that 
if several circuses of no matter what size 
follow one another closely over the same 
territory, each presenting practically the 
same line of features, the latter shows will 
suffer a loss of patronage in dull times, 
but why shouldn’t they? They are all 
framed up on lines similar to circuses in 
general, and the old saying is that when 
— have seen one you have seen them 
all. 

_ Again, the spectacle is practically an 
imitation of the opera in its vocal fea- 
tures, and who wants to go to a circus to 
see an opera? The prima donna. king. et 
cetera, are generally in a booth with the 
band nearby, and it is a failing of circus 
bands to be heard above everything else. 
With the band, the jinglinge bells and 
crashing cymbals, the various noisy ac- 
companiments of the vocal performances 
the cries of t! candy butchers and 
cracker-jack venders, the conversation 
and comments of the spectators, the 
growling of uneasy cats. and whatnot, 
the operatic efforts of the performers 
surely offer no drawing power in the cir- 
cus program. Better a clown band in a 
street parade than the operatic feature of 
the so-called spectacle, if the presenta-

responsible for the elimination of the old- 
time daily street parade The “spec.” 
costs money, and so does the parade. The 
parade entails vastly more work done on 
time each day, and so with the big shows 
the parade is dropped and the spectacle 
feature amplified to unusual proportions.

tion of the spec. serves as an excuse for 
discarding the parade. 

An illustration of imitation in the 
modernized circus program is the prima 
donna feature, generally a singing act by 
an artiste on a white horse, in the course 
of which doves (pigeons) are released by 
attendants, the birds being supposed to 
fly and alight on the prima donna and 
her horse. The act probably went big 
when first presented with trained white 
doves, but what do we see now in at- 
tempts to imitate it? When I saw this 
act for the forty-eleventh time this 
spring, the trained (?) birds which 
were only very common pigeons, flew 
about indiscriminately and alighted in 
sundry and divers places, keeping the 
clowns and attendants busy in trying to 
capture them and chase them from un- 
derfoot on the track. I see no more ex- 
cuse for such an act in a real circus than 
I see for the buttons on my coatsleeve, 
except that one of the big shows offered 
it with success and so I am expected to 
endure it in others, the same as I have 
to replace the buttons on my sleeve. 

The secret of showmanship is original- 
ity, not imitation—and that was Bar- 
num’s secret of pre-eminence in the show 
business. While the smaller shows were 
growing in imitation of his circus fea- 
tures, threatening to compete with him 
some day, he was devising some unique 
features to spring for another season, 
not multiplying old features. When the 
other circuses came to be like his, he had 
ready an array of attractions which eas- 


ily placed him ahead of all competition 


I would respectfully suggest that the 
smaller circuses coming on with signs of 
healthy erowth cease to imitate the. 


larger ones in the matters of prima don- 
nas, spectacles and features which are in 
no way a contributing element to the 


circus drawing power, and build up on

There is an outstanding example of 
originality in modern circusdom, as well 
as one above ail others in the carnival 


y regardless of what the 


game, and the outcome in each case has 
shown the value of independence and 
originality. The very success of one 


original has caused to spring up a num- 
ber of trained wild animal circuses in 
whole or partial imitation of this one. 
Al. G. Barnes built up to pre-eminent 
rank a circus in which every act was 
performed by the animals themselves— 
the show had none of the acrobatics or 
aerial performances or riding by human 
artistes presented in other circuses. It 
had no so-called menagerie, but it hauled 
every one of its trained performers in 
open dens in daily parade. and in its 
prime it showed to capacity at both mat- 
inee and evening performances, and got 
one dollar top while the big combiner 
shows were getting seventy-five cents. 
This season the Barnes Circus is cutting 
out the daily parade, and introducing 
several high-class acrobatic and aerial 
acts, thus making it more like its com- 
petitors and thus losing some of the dis- 
tinctive feature which built it up into a 
class by itself. 

Something regarding the financial as- 
pect of the parade to the city may not be 
amiss, and this applies equally to the 
Barnes Circus, the John Robinson Cir- 
eus, the Sells-Floto Circus, the Hagen- 
beck-Wallace Circus, as well as the big 
Ringling show. Two years ago I saw 
the Robinson show in a city of 100,009. 
I lived about 20 blocks from the court 
house square on Main street, and had no 
ear at my disposal, the same as 10,000 
others in the city. With wifey and grand- 
son and grandma, I went down town to 
view. the parade, along with 10,000 others 
at 7 cents street-car fare, on extra cars 
running repeatedly from early in the fore- 


noon. The confectionery stores were 
crowded, the people were already in line 
in front of the restaurants and cafe- 
terias, the department stores were 
crowded to the doors, the garages were 
overflowing, the gas stations couldn't 


pump ont their supplies fast enough, and 
every home along the line of parade had 
a juice stand in front of it. Why, I am 
sure that the John Robinson show could 
finance the daily parade from the sale 
of balloons and souvenirs by the up-town 
venders on a day like that, or that the 
Woolworth and Kresge stores could af- 
ford to pay the show’s license from the 
increased sales of such days, to say noth- 
ing of the restaurants and confectionery 
shops. 

After the parade we went home for 
lunch and to take care of the kiddie— 
more fares for the street railway com- 
pany. Then we went out in the after- 
noon by street car to the show lot—more 
fares—went to the matinee performance, 
stopped uptown for ice cream and circus 
souvenirs, and so it went, not with us 
alone, but 10.000 others. -It is perfectly 
clear than any Chamber of Commerce 
or city official who objects to the parade 
or doesn't demand it is a dead one, so 
far as the city’s business is concerned 

And how is it now? Recently, when 
the Barnes Circus showed in Great Falls, 
Mont., without any parade, Central avenue 
was just the same as Sunday, perfectly 
dead that morning. The street cars had 
on no extras, all kinds of room was 
waiting for customers at the restaurants 
and cafeterias. the confectionery clerks 
were sitting still behind the counters, the 
city folks were mostly at home wishing 
for something to while away the time, 
and doubtless the Chamber of Commerce 
was holding an extra session on the 
question of how to keep the circus from 
taking all the » , out of town. And 
the circus reported matinee business only 
fair. By the way, I left $6 at one of the 
hotels for my room, my wife left $15 at 
one of the big stores for a summer dress, 
I left $5 at a haberdashery for a new 
hat. we left $7 or $8 for eats at res- 
taurants. besides numerous small amounts 
for sundries, while the circus separated 
me from only about $4 Now, who got 
the best of it, the circus or the city? 

The circus poster and the circus parade 
are parts of the legitimate heritage of 
childhood. A part of my liberal educa- 
tion was looking over the circus bill- 
boards in the twilight with my father. 
after his day’s work was done. Even to- 
day. when I am starting on the down 
ward slope of life’s weary hill, I with 
walk a block out of my way for a glimpse 
of an old circus poster. Now, I under- 
stand that circus posters in high places 
are an abomination to the city dads. for 
they mar the harmony and dignity of 
the city’s skyline. Yes, today we prefer 
pictures of camels and bull durhams for 
the barn roofs and high places, and our 
grandsons must study them and not see 
the cireus lithographs on high. And just 
to think of a generation of young Ameri- 
cans who are never to enjoy the thrill 
of a circus parade uptown. Shades of 
the mighty Barnum, can you beleve it? 
And when they grow to mature citizen- 
ship, will there be an army of circus fans 
and patrons as we find today, standing 
for the old-time circus program of pub- 
licity and presentation, and knowing the 
cireus as the very highest type 6éf or- 
ganized financial complexities, worthy of 


the support and loyalty of every frien@ 
of America pportunity? Let us hope 
that tl modernized ecireus is merely a 


temporary phase of a great institution 
which, like the brook of Tennysen’s fancy, 
must ce em ferever.

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But after all, why this spectacle? In the 
latter years of their independence, each 
of the big shows, while giving the regular 
daily parade, offered an opening display 
or pageant like the Burning of Rome or 
the Destruction of Pompeii, and it would 
appear that the spectacle feature of the 
modernized circus is the successor of the 
old-time opening pageant, and because 
one big show offers a spectacle in begin- 
ning its program, others try to imitate 
with a presentation a little more impres- 
sive than competitors are offering. Re- 
cently The Billboard carried a comment 
to the effect that competition did hurt 
even the big show—but listen—competi- 
tion never hurt Barnum. It is clear that 
if several circuses of no matter what size 
follow one another closely over the same 
territory, each presenting practically the 
same line of features, the latter shows will 
suffer a loss of patronage in dull times, 
but why shouldn’t thev? They are all 
framed up on lines similar to circuses in 
general, and the old saying is that when 
= have seen one you have seen them 
all. 
Again, the spectacle is practically an 
imitation of the opera in its vocal fea- 
tures, and who wants to go to a circus to 
see an opera? The prima donna, king, et 
cetera, are generally in a booth with the 
band nearby, and it is a failing of circus 
bands to be heard above everything else. 
With the band, the jingling bells and 
crashing cymbals, the various noisy ac- 
companiments of the vocal performances 
the cries of the candy butchers and 
cracker-jack venders, the conversation 


and comments of the spectators, the 
growling of uneasy cats. and whatnot. 
the operatic efforts of the performers 


surely offer no drawing power in the ci 
cus program. Better a clown band in a 
street parade than the operatic feature 
the so-called spectacle, if the presenta-

responsible for the elimination of the old- 
time daily street parade. The “spec.” 
costs money. and so does the parad: 
parade entails vastly more work done on 
time each day, and so with the big shows 
the parade is dropped and the spectacle 
feature amplified to unusual proportions. 


tion of the spec. serves as an excuse for 
discarding the parade 

An illustration of imitation in the 
modernized circus program is the prima 
donna feature, generally a singing act by 
an artiste on a white horse, in the course 
of which doves (pigeons) are released by 
attendants, the birds being supposed to 
fly and alight on the prima donna and 
her horse. The act probably went big 
when first presented with trained white 
doves, but what do we see now in at- 
tempts to imitate it? When I saw this 
act for the forty-eleventh time this 
spring, the trained (7?) birds which 
were only very common pigeons, flew 
about indiscriminately and alighted in 
sundry and divers places, keeping the 
clowns and attendants busy in trying to 
capture them and chase them from un- 
derfoot on the track. I see no more ex- 
cuse for such an act in a real circus than 
I see for the buttons on my coatsleeve, 
except that one of the big shows offered 
it with success and so I am expected to 
endure it in others, the same as I have 
to replace the buttons on my sleeve. 

The secret of showmanship is original- 
ity, not imitation—and that was Bar- 
num’s secret of pre-eminence in the show 
business. While the smaller shows were 
growing in imitation of his circus fea- 
tures, threatening to compete with him 
some day, he was devising some unique 
features to spring for another season, 
not multiplying old features. When the 
other circuses came to be like his, he had 
ready an array of attractions which eas- 
ily placed him ahead of all competition 


I would respectfully suggest that the 
smaller circuses coming on with signs of 
healthy growth cease t imitate 


larger ones in the matters of prima do 
nas, spectacles and features which ; 
no way a contributing element to the 
circus drawing power, ard build up on 
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lines of original what the 
larger shows are presenting 

There is an outstanding examp! 
originality in modern circusdom, as well 
as one above all others in the carnival 
game, and the outcome in each case has * 
shown the value of independence and 
originality. The very success of one 
original has caused to spring up a num- 
ber of trained wild animal circuses in 
whole or partial imitation of this one 
Al. G. Barnes built up to pre-eminent 
rank a circus in which every act was 
performed by the animals themselves— 
the show had none of the acrobatics or 
aerial performances or riding by human 
artistes presented in other circuses It 
had no so-called menagerie, but it hauled 
every one of its trained performers in 
open dens in daily parade and in its 
prime it showed to capacity at both mat- 
inee and evening performances, and got 
one dollar top while the big combined 
shows were getting seventy-five cents 
This season the Barnes Circus is cutting 
out the daily parade, and introducing 
several high-class acrobatic and aerial 
acts, thus making it more like its com- 
petitors and thus losing some of the dis- 
tinctive feature which built it up into a 
class by itself. 

Something regarding the financial as- 
pect of the parade to the city may not be 
amiss, and this applies equally to the 
Barnes Circus, the John Robinson Cir- 
cus, the Sells-Floto Circus, the Hagen- 
beck-Wallace Circus, as well as the big 
Ringling show. Two years ago I saw 
the Robinson show in a city of 100,000. 
IT lived about 30 blocks from the court 
house sqware on Main street, and had no 
car at my disposal, the same as 10,000 
others in the city. With wifey and grand- 
son and grandma, I went down town to 
view. the parade, along with 10,000 others 
at 7 cents street-car fare, on eatra cars 
running repeatedly from early in the fore- 


ty regardless of 


noon, The confectionery stores were 
crowded, the people were already in line 
in front of the restaurants and cafe- 
terias, the department stores were 


crowded to the doors, the garages were 
overflowing, the gas stations couldn't 
pump out their supplies fast enough, and 
every home along the line of parade had 
a juice stand in front of it. Why, I am 
sure that the John Robinson show could 
finance the daily parade from the sale 
of balloons and souvenirs by the up-town 
venders on a day like that, or that the 
Woolworth and Kresge stores could af- 
ford to pav the show’s license from the 
inereased sales of such days, to say noth- 
ing of the restaurants and confectionery 
shops. 

After the parade we went home for 


lunch and to take care of the kiddie 
more fares for the street railway com- 
pany. Then we went out in the after- 


noon by street car to the show lot—more 
fares—went to the matinee performance, 
<topped uptown for ice cream and circus 
souvenirs. and so it went, not with us 
alone, but 10,000 others. -It is perfectly 
clear than any Chamber of Commerce 
or city official who objects to the parade 
or doesn’t demand it is a dead one, so 
far as the city’s business is concerned 
And how is it ? Recently, when 
the Barnes Circus showed in Great Falls, 
Mont., without any parade, Central avenue 
was just the as Sunday, perfectly 
dead that morning. The street cars had 
on no extras, all kinds of room was 
waiting for customers at the restaurants 
and cafeterias. the confectionery clerks 
were sitting still behind the counters, the 
city folks were mostly at home wishing 
for something to while away the time, 
and doubtless the Chamber of Commerce 
was holding an extra session on the 
question of how to keep the circus from 
taking all the money out of town. And 
the circus reported matinee business only 
fair. By the way, I left $6 at one of the 
hotels for my room, my wife left $15 at 
one of the big stores for a summer dress, 
I left $5 at a haberdashery for a new bd 
hat. we left $7 $8 for eats at res- 
taurants. besides numerous small amounts ; : 
for sundries, while the circus separated 4 oy, 
me from only about $4 Now, who got 2 
the best of it, the circus or the city? i

are parts of the legitimate heritage of 
childhood. <A part of my liberal educa- 
tion was looking over the cireus bill- 


boards in the twilight with my father. 
after his day’s work was done. Even to- 
day. when I am starting on the down- 
ward slope of life’s weary hill, I will 
walk a block out of my way for a glimpse 
of an old circus poster. Now, under- 
stand that circus posters in high places 
are an abomination to the city dads, for 
they mar the harmony and dignity of 
the city’s skyline. Yes, today we prefer 
pictures of camels and bull durhams for 
the barn roofs and high places, and our 
grandsons must study them and not see 
the cireus lithographs on high. And just 
to think of a generation of young Ameri- 
eans who are never to enjoy the thrill 
of a circus parade uptown. Shades of 
the mighty Barnum, can you beleve it? 
And when they grow to mature citizen- 
ship, will there be an army of circus fans 
and patrons we find today, standing 
for the old-time circus program of pub- 
licity and presentation, and knowing the 
circus as the very highest type éf or- 
ganized financial complexities, worthy of 
the suppert and loyalty of every frien@ 
of American opportunity? Let us hope 
that the nized circus is merely a 
temporary phase of a great institution 
which, like the brook of Tennysen’s fancy, 
must ce em ferever.

jelp but be indignant at the unfairness 
to Miss Brice. She is quite obviously 
sincere in her desire to become something 
more than a revue entertainer. And she 
could be, for it is her promise of dra- 
matic power, the hint that she can stand 
squarely on new feet, which holds the 
interest and surpasses all the misplaced 
horseplay that is required. Despite the 
chains of her past success which she has 
to drag along, Miss Brice demonstrates 
clearly that she has other and more 
legitimate ability. 

3ut neither her old clowning nor her 
new promise can save such a play as 
Fanny.

Only a eomplete rewriting could instill 
life. The players stand no chance of 
doing it, capable as they are. John 
Cromwell and Warren Williams put up a 
good fight and gain their moments, but 
to little use. Louis Mason. Spencer 
Charters, Francis Pierlot and George 
Sherwood, as the rest of the cowboy 
chorus, struggle valiantly under even 
greater odds than the two principals, 
while Ruth Dayton suffers as the typical

“It's a great night for the Irish,” says 
Eddie Dewling in his customary curtain 
speech. That it is, and also good enter- 
tainment for anyone else who likes a 
light, frolicking show. Honeymoon Lane 
is nothing new or startling. but it will 
please. the masses, and tho business may 
not be capacity it ought to be steady at 
a fair profit for a long ran both here and 
on tour. 

Typically Dowling, the piece is full of 
racial humor and homely morsels of life. 
There is talk of the little white house 
with the little green vines, the nicest 
mother in all Pennsylvania, the gristle 
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in the ham sandwich and the broken tie- 
string in the pajama bottoms, all whole- 
some and delightful. The story deals 
with the ambitions and dreams of a lad 
named Tim and a girl named Mary who 
work in a pickle factory in Canningville 
on the Lehigh. Of course the locale is 
transferred to wicked Broadway and 
then back home again for happiness and 
the tiny cottage up Honeymoon Lane. 
Triteness matters not a bit. There is 
nothing pretentious, just a frank un- 
apologetic base for a lot of fun in spirited 
song and dance, peppered with Celtic wit 


and tempered with sympathy-getters. 
Naturally, Dowling “thinked it all up” 


and is responsible for the book, lyrics and 
music, with the aid of James Hanley. 
He also plays the role of Tim in his best 
style, but for all this he does not hog 
the show. In fact, his admirers could 
stand much more of him. 

Dowling’s success lies in his thoro en- 
joyment of the task at hand. He has a@ 
great time doing it and is able to include 
his audience in the fun. In this latest 
vehicle he is more informal than he was 
in Sally, Irene and Mary, and carries the 
intimate touch to new warmth by stop- 
ping the show for some minutes while he 
chats with the ho.se from a seat in one 
of the boxes. The Irish varn he tells 
from this point of vantage and an earlier 
one from the stage are two of the high- 
lights of the performance. Again, it is 
his own enjoyment that puts them over. 
Most of the laughs are on himself and 
he doesn’t hesitate to join in. 

Pauline Mason, erstwhile of the Follies, 
is charmingly quaint as the latest Mary, 
and her simplicity in song and dance 
keeps her well in character. The danc- 
ing contingent is strong, being led by 
Florence O’Denishawn, whose Riffian 
Ballet is exquisite to behold. Florentine 
Gosnova contributes an excellent jazz toe 
and several other dances, and Martha 
Morton scores heavily with taps. Charles 
Davis, Dick Wheaton, Charles Walker 
and Louis Simons also shine in this field, 
and the chorus brings further credit to 
Bobby Conolly, who has been rising 
rapidly of late to a position among the 
best of Broadway’s dance directors. 

Gordon Dooley and Miss Morton give 
Dowling good low-comedy support, and 
together they stop the show co'd with a 
slow movie bit that is more original than 
usual in addition to being particularly 
well executed. The bad-boy role, as such 
parts go in these light pieces, is played 
to effect without becoming unpleasant by 
Al Sexton, and George Pauncefort makes 
things hum as the usual cross uncle. 


Johnny Marvin proves himself another 
Cliff Edwards with his trusty ukulele and 
his untrusty vocal cords. Others who 
contribute with merit are Worthe Faulk- 
ner, Helen Eby-Rock, Josie Intropodi, Leo 
Beers, Bernard Randall, D. J. Sullivan, 
Jerre McAuliffe, John McAvoy, Alyce 
Johnstone, Adelaide Seaman, Ivy Palmer, 
Ethel Allys, Edith Sheldon and other in- 
dividual members of the chorus, not to 
forget by any means Dowling’s feature 
“surprise”, Kate Smith, an important 
principal to the extent of something well 


over 250 pounds avoirdupois. Tf you 
don’t think the Charleston is a lot of 
work just watch Miss Smith. In addition 


to her amusing calisthenics she sings a 
mean and powerful “blues”. 

The music is general is tuneful and of 
the whist!v sort. with Little White House, 
Half a Moon Is Retter Than None and 
Jersey Walk sure of universal demand. 
The numbers are well spotted and the 
staging thruout has been carefully 
worked up A. L. Erlanger has spread 
himself on the settings and costumes, 
special admiration going to the Hal- 
loween effects. 

Clean and merry, Honeymoon Lane is

Among the many plays by Owen Davis 
those that have turned out failures seem 
to have a fault in common. It is a spir- 
it of unreality in the dialog. The lines 
are perfectly possible, yet the words leave 
a feeling of improbability and = un- 
naturalness. They seem to have been 
written without consideration of cause, 


effect, environment or bearing, except in 
direct relation to the straight-line plot at 
hand. They are all right in themselves, 
but the mind of the audience is not taken 
into account. We all take mental part In 
the play when we go to the theater. We 
feel ourselves one of those in the story. 
It therefore becomes an incident in life; 
memories of the past. thoughts of the 
future, our decision if we were that per- 
son in this case, all pass thru the brain 
as it is translating the meaning of the 
words coming from the stage. There is 
inharmony in the relationships. It is not 
noticeable in Davis’ best plays. but it 
may be recalled as a fault in all (not 
that there have been so many) his fail- 
ures. It is strongly felt in Sandalwood 

Further, this piece is disastrously te- 
dious. Hours pass and little is gained, 
hardly anything is accomplished. It is 
the old study of Babbits again and not 
nearly so well done as its many prede- 
cessors. Last, and worst from a box- 
office standpoint, it is terribly depressing, 
with but slight recompense. 

What recompense there is the artistry 
of Pauline Lord furnishes. In a role un- 
worthy in size and merit she does what 
she can to keep the piece above water. 
One can but admire her talent and her 
technique. 


William Harrigan carries the principal 
burden and he sags under its weight 
more than once. The character is so in- 
consistent with itself that no actor could 
make it reasonable. Harrigan occupies 
the stage most of the time, yet he never 
gets a chance to start building for any- 
thing. 

Two minor roles of a doctor 
lodge member are drawn straight and 
are therefore the kindest. The lucky 
players are James Seeley and Stanley 
Jessup; both take full vantage. Gilda 
Leary has a part that might be kind to 
her if she suited it. 

Cast fittingly or not, an impossible task 
occupies the rest of the company. Marion 
Ballou, Joseph Brennan. Robert Strange, 
Douglas Wood, Mabel Montgomery and 
Eva Condon, playing the different mem- 
bers of one family that the author holds 
up to raillery, are the sufferers. The 
requirements of theme and direction call 
for straight and serious portrayals. On 
the other hand, the lines lean strongly 
to burlesque. Torn between the two, they 
have a merry time of it. 

Robert Milton’s direction saves the play 
from utter collapse. The mystery is 
why he produced it.

A wee bit thick, this Scotch Mist, and 
not destined to be popular o’er the heaths 
of Manhattan. Aye, and it’s a shame, 
too, for there is a certain grandeur in it. 


A good lot of good, a bad lot of bad 
and a cast not of cast—or to come out 
of Kinlochie to the business of Broad- 
way. two players are just enough misfit 
to spoil the balance that might have 
made this play by Sir Patrick Hastings, 
K. C., a success here as in London. This 
new playwright, once Attorney General 
of Britain. still political and social leader 
of Mayfair, has merit and he also has 
faults like most of us. Unfortunately, 
the latter predominate in the hands of 
Rosalinde Fuller and Philip Merivale in 
the American production of his first nlay 
while the former was accentuated by 
Talluhad Bankhead dnd Godfrey Tearle 
in the English production not long ago 

Brilliant, epigrammatic dialog, at mo- 
ments rising to the heights of Oscar Wilde, 
is pitted against a stale and overworked 
theme—the one about the demi-chaste 
woman who drives all men mad Tt is 
one of those ultra-smart plays that needs 
to be done with great delicacy and art- 
fulness. For the most part the Drama- 
tists’ Theater, Inc., has filled the require- 


ments admirably, but it has erred in the. 


casting of the two central roles, the 
woman and the strong silent man at the 
end of her search for that indefinable 
something which presumably turns out to 
be real love. As played, these two parts 
appear under a false light and are en- 
tirely unbelievable. 

The character of the unhappy wife, 
who goes from one admirer to the other 
while her cold husband attends to affairs 
of state, is emotional in a very different 
way from the powers in this line pos- 
sessed by Miss Fuller. Hers give it a 
too-certain tinge of nymphomania. To 
be sure, the other characters are sup- 
posed to suspect such a state. but the 
author clearly points out that she is “not 
really bad, just tired of things”, and that 


she would go to the ends of the earth to 
find what is missing in her life [t js 
essential that the audience realizes anq 
bejieves this conception in spite of any 
views expressed by the other characters 
But Miss Fuller’s interpretation falls jy 
so strongly with the latter’s suspicions 
that the playwright’s intent is almost en. 


tirely lost. Not that it is decidedly jor 
fault; her natural technique of over. 
emphasized histrionics is unsuited to the 
requirements and sheds the false jight 
too strongly. Her explosive manner of 


speech, her high nervous tendencies her 
affectations and her contorting move. 
ments are commendable for some roles 
but they beguile her in such a part as 
this one. This needs the technique of an 
Ina Claire. 


Philip Merivale, excellent as he is in 
some plays, is another who is off color in 
Scotch Mist. He, too, seems an unfor- 
tunate choice, but it is not as strong an 
excuse. Possibly he cannot help lox king 
pouty in being the gloomy, taciturn 
Scotchman. There is no excuse whatever 
for his continual dropping of accent 
Further, he falls down badly in the cli. 
max of the second act thru also inexcus- 
able uncertainty. Between Miss Fuller 
and Merivale the theme is not allowed to 
be subordinate to the remarkably crisp 
and amusing dialog. Sir Patrick's play 
becomes a badly acted drama instead of 
a fairly delightful comedy of manners, 

The rest of the cast do their best to off- 
set. David Tearle, as a chump of a 
rotter, walks away with the honors and 
mainly because he gives his meaty lines 
a real chance. Fred L. Tiden ’ might 
make the husband a little lighter, but he 
is creditable enough. Carrie Glenn is ad- 
mirable as a hard-shelled Scot. Exceed- 
ingly minor roles are acceptably filled by 
Audrey Ridgwell, Lorna Lawrence. Har- 
old Webster, Percy Moore and Billy 
Hedges. But Miss Ridgwell cannot be 
dismissed so briefly. She is not, perhaps 
beautiful. but she has remarkable fea- 
tures, almost perfect in line, strong. in- 
telligent and so interesting in expression 
that they fascinate—the sort of face one 
Sees occasionally and immediately wishes 
to know its owner. The few lines pro- 
vided her she reads very well. Her 
movement and her presence are easy 
with an individual style to them. There 
seems to be no record of Miss Ridgewell 
having Played on Broadway _ before 
W'th such assets she should rise rapidly 
But getting back to Scotch Mist— ~ 

Aside from the atrocities alre: 
Pointed out. which after all Pry 
shared in large measure by the director 
Edward Childs Carpenter has done well 
with the Staging. The two settings are 
a credit to the executors and the per- 
formance is run off smoothly.

There 
seems little necessity for provincial 
“operv” house scenery on Broadway's 
legitimate stage in this day of advanced 
theater art, but if we must have it for 
our operettas the leafy borders and can- 
vas perspectives might at least be well 
enough painted not to be offensive. They 
can even be made beautiful: witness the 
Iolanthe settings just across the alley.

The Mender is splendidly named and is 
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an interesting piece. It’s different—so 
very different—from what we have had 
offered us that at times it is confusing, 
but not oppressively so. It would seem 
that when the gifted Edward Rose 
thought this play out he used some ele- 
ments that had been in his head for a 
long time. The underlying theme and 
thread of the play is faith—and love 
everybody because it will help you as 
much as it will help them. 

A miserly old village capitalist has 
been so hard in his dealings that he has 
created a hostile composite community 
thought and everybody is sour at every- 
body else. Then along comes the Mender, 
played by W. B. Patton, and he begins 
his ministrations on the dissatisfied ones. 
He tells them the power of faith and 
love as he mends skillets and clocks and 
incidentally mends the erring minds of 
his listeners. He has a tough job when 
he gets to the miser, but he wins out. 

Mr. Patton, known to the West for a 
generation, plays a dominant role in Sam 
Giddings, the Mender, that keeps him on 
the stage most of the time, and he plays 
with skill and rare comprehension. It is 
largely a one-man play, but Mr. Patton 
has able and intelligent support. 

Albert Morrison plays the role of 
Luther Bradley, the miserly capitalist, 
with fidelity and understanding. Betty 
Weston, as the miser’s daughter, who is 
an invalid, plays her part well, and in 
the scene where she is cured by the 
power of faith has a striking moment. 
The Mender meets up with a spinster, 
Liberty Ann Brown, a former sweetheart, 
played by Phyllis Mackay, and the two 
create considerable clever comedy. 

Viola Frayne, as Mary Bradley: Wal- 
ter Regan, as Richard Arling. and John 
Brewster, as the mail carrier, all meet 
their responsibilities acceptably. We are 
not accustomed these days to getting our 
thrills out of such limpid purity of 
thought and action as is dispensed in 
The Mender with its sane fun and phil- 
osophy, hence it may take us a spell to 
make our readjustments. But The 
Mender deserves to live and spread its 
gospel to the farthest outposts

Preferring the attitude of the candid 
friend to that of the pseudo wellwisher, 
we would declare that Daugiters cf 
Music is neither fish, flesh nor good red 
herring. Undoubtedly the dramatist has 
shown a section of life, but its develop- 
ment adds nothing to what has been tod 
many times before the foot! ghts. There 
is a triteness surrounding the entire pliy 
that makes it boresome. 

It has been declared that Dan Totheroh 
knows life in small towas; that he Knows 
their people, their idiosyncrasies and 
prefudices. Granted that this be so, tie 
author of Daughters of Music has failed 
to draw convincing characters for is 
epitome of weaknesses as found among 
bucolics. His people are unreal in many 
respects; they smack too much of being 
created for some purpose known only to 
the author. It may be vindictiveness in 
a mi.d form; it may be the playwrigh ‘s 
method of revealing his conception of the 
mildewed pharisaical preacher, the villa e 
“bad girl’ or the rural indulgencies in 
roadhouses. That may be Dan Totheroh’'s 
visualization of life in a small town, but 
his pawns are not maneuvered in such 
a way that brings success either to hs 
theme or its deve opment 

He fails to prove his case anent the 
scriptural ‘““‘daughters of music’, bt 
rather disproves the Biblical injunction 
that such girls will be brought low. 
Totheroh's “daughter of music" gains the 
final victory, sweeping the whited sepul- 
cher in broadcloth into the slough of de- 
spond at the final curtain. 

It is not unusual for ministers’ sons 
to seek the forbidden path. but it is 
unusual for a son of the c'oth to de- 
termine to enter the life of the dissolute 
willfully as revenge on a stern father. [rt 
is not unusual for a preacher's only son 
to seek the company of the wanton— 
alleged or proved—but it is ynusual for 
such a youth to seek the love of the 
villace “bed gril" because his father 
wwe ce and domineered him thru life. 

ae can see little hope for D-:uahters of 
usico among sophisticated playgoers be- 


cause of the weakness in the fiber of its 
participants The characters are of the 
hackneyed genre. There is a lack cf 
cohesion thruout the play. There is tvo 
much dialog of the small-town wise- 
cracker, particularly in the mouths of the 


Village “drug-store cowboys” There s 
scoffing at the preacher's platitudes— 
which is undoubtedly feasible and under- 


standable—but the readhouse scene is 
overdone to the point of nausea. It 
savors of a lurid break in the continuity 
in order to emphasize the determination 
of the preacher's son to show contempt 
for his father’s position, calling and 
hypocrisy. 

Too much stress is laid on the bad 
girl's influe nee. Never once is there a 
vestige of Rose Grant exercising «any 
power over Clyde Miller or other of the 
young ruralites. That, of course, brin-s 
out the cruel taunt of the minister, but 
Rose Grant is no angel. altho she is not 
as black as she is painted. She had mad 
a mistake—she had taken a misstep—and 
the minister hounds her out of the small 
town The decision of young Miller to 
go with her was merely another instance 
of his renunciation of parental oppres- 
sion. He was not a weakling; he was a 
badly drawn character by the dramatist. 

The only “real” characters in Dauqh- 
ters of Music are the station arent and 
the “drug-store cowboys". The other 
parts are fantasies of the author who has 
substituted triteness for theatricality and 
reality for originality that brings dis- 
cordancy 

Ann Davis, as Rose Grant, the village 
“bad girl’, rambled thru her part with 
a listlessness that betokened apparent 
insincerity to the role. She appeared as 
out of sympathy with the creation of 
such a part. 

Any acting that could be taken serious- 
Ivy was that done by Aldrich Bowker, 4s 
the station agent, and Ben Smith and 
Harry Ellerhbe, two of the rural 
“smarties’. Paul Wright wrestled com- 
mendably with the part of the wayward 


son of the minister George Somnes

Increases Theater Holdings

nate with Calgary. much the same policy 
will exist as during the old regime, altho 
Orpheum vaudeville will not be among 
the offerings. Two English shows have 
already been announced in Matheson Lang 
and D’Oyley Carte Opera companies, and 
it is the intention of Nathanson to obtain 
as many of the more important English 
shows as possible as well as the bet 
among the American productions. 

Pantages has withdrawn his acts from 
Western Canada, and whether he will 
come back into-the field or not is not 
known. The West is, therefore, at pres- 
ent without vaudeville, outside of Winni- 
peg and Vancouver, the Orpheum acts 
making the long jump from Winnipeg 
where they close Saturday night, and open 
in Vancouver on Tuesday for a five-day 
run. 

The picture business generally thru- 
out Western Canada is very much _ im- 
proved, partic ulaohe in the larger Nathan- 
son houses, which are practically doing 
about all the business they can take care 
of. The Paul Ash stunt, with a large 
jazz orchestra on the stage and the intro- 
duction of singers and other artistes as 
a part of the orchestra program, has met 
the popular fancy and is to a large de- 
gree responsible for the increase in 
patronage. 

Nathanson has shown cleverness in 
handling the situation and has been con- 
tent to absorb outside theaters at such 
times as the owners sought his help. For 
some years his opposition has been so 
strong that competing theaters have suf- 
fered, and those in time fell into his 
hands. He has had his discouragements, 
but he has stuck bravely to the task and 
he has now reached the point of very sub- 
stantial success in all his plans. A num- 
ber of Canada’s wealthiest men are in- 
terested in h's company, including Sir 
Herbert Holt. president of the Roval 
Rank. It is believed that the amount 
of stock held outside of Canada is smal! 

In order to develop talent to provide 
presentations for his theaters, now ap- 
proximately 100 in number, he has opened 
a school in Winnipeg for the traning of 
artistes This school is known as the 
Famous Plavers Canadian School of 
Music and Allied Arts. There is not the 
opportunity thruout Canada for talented 
young people to get a hearing that exists 
in the United States. There is, however, 
a real demand here for artistes in con- 
nection with the presentations, which 
seem now so essential to the success of 


the larger moving picture theaters. These 
artistes could be brought from the States, 
but, in addition to the cost, which in 


many cases would be prohibitive, Nithan- 
son feels that Canadian talent shouid be 
developed. Special courses will be offered 
in singing, dramatic art, dancing, stage 
makeup, as well as instruction on the 
pipe organ, violin, saxophone. ete. The 
main object of the school is to develop 
Canadian talent for the Canadian thea- 
ters, but it is the intention to make the 
training available for students whether 
they wish to prepare for che stage or take 
up the work as a side lire. Each mem- 
ber of the faculty is a professional, with 
stage or concert experience. Canadians 


generally feel that this is a step in the

from the ocean remarkably well. Had 
not a huge barge been torn from its 
moorings and dashed against the pier, its 
damage would have been slight. How- 
ever, officials have announced that the 
damage would be repaired as soon as 
workmen could be spared from the re- 
building of homes. and the pier will then 
be rushed to completion. 

Many of the concessions 6n South 
Beach, with their open fronts and light 
construction. were demolished while their 
entire stock was ruined by water. 


None of the large hotels on Miami 
Beach has been razed. altho all were 
greatly damaged. Part of the radio 


aerial of the Fleetwood Hotel, where pro- 
grams were broadcast nightly, has been 
torn down. 

To date 14 bodies have been found on 
Miami Beach while the injured number 
close to 1,000. Most of the hotels have 
been pressed into service as hospitals 
while every doctor and nurse available 
has been working day and night. 

Miami Beach is already beginning to 
look herself again. Much of the debris 
has been hauled away and burned, while 
workmen by the hundreds are engaged 
in rebuilding and repairing the buildings 
of the city. 

In down-town Miami the theaters fared 


very well. The Olympia, largest ana 
most popular picture theater here, suf- 
fered little or no damage to the interior. 
The large electric sign, extending the 
height of wmsx stories. was totally 
wrecked. he Fairfax, Keith house. 


which has been showing pictures all sum- 
mer, suffered considerable damage to 
the interior from water and falling 
plaster. The regular winter vaudeville 
programs were to have been started next 
week at the Fairfax, but next week's 
program has been canceled, as will each 
following program until theaters are able 
to operate again.
